Dear Harold, 

Your mailings of 9/14, 9/l6, and 9/18 received, plus your chapter on the 
executive sessions. My notes on the latter are enclosed. 

The E.V. Price matter is among the most interesting in the documents you sent. 

J. can see no reason for him to have made up the story about his encounter with 
Oswald unless he was hiding a more substantial (perhaps homosexual) relationship. 

There are pages on Price in other CD's, which we will check out. 

On Jack L. Bowens the Archives told Jim S. that there were 18 available pages 
on him? we did not order them. In the 26 volumes, there is CE 1986 and CE 2195, PP. 80-83, 
He is indexed to CD 205, PP* 467-469 (which we have) and CD 735, pp. 381-392 (which we 
do not have). We will check all the indices when we can. 

We have nothing on RECE, Penabez, Duarte, &c. We know nothing special on McWillie 
but Jim plans to write up what he knows from the 26 volumes C3? for you. I will check 
the Texas Archives microfilm for Oswald as agent when I can, and we will pursue the 
Ruby-as-informant angle and eventually write it up. (CE 3033, CD | 732 relate). 

The real ONI microfilm will be sent soon, I hope.... Do you want the FPCC microfilm 
also?... i agree with you on Mark's FBI agents; I szrfZit would be surprised if he does 
not realize this .... On Mack Osbornes any reason to believe that he is other th a n one 
of Oswald's Marine colleagues (8H321 &c) and that the name is just a coincidenfce? 

On the Odio documents you asked about s we do not have CD 246, pp. 18-26; copy of 
CD 86, p. 558 and CD 205, PP. 642-3, 645 enclosed. CD 205, PP- 640-1 are CE 3108; page 
644 is indexed to Sylvia Odio and Dr. Bruton C. Einspruck and is withheld; we do not 
have page 646 (indexed to Edwin L. Steig) or page 647 (indexed to Miss Sarah Castillo, 
isSE? Annas Diaz Silveira, and Gen. Edwin A. Walker). 

I am enclosing all my recently received material on the Oswald literature 
distributions, especially that of 8 / 16 / 63 . You may have quite a bit of this already; 

I expect there is much more in CD 126, CD 152, CD 231, and the other N.O. CD's, but 
it is impractical to check this out by mail. Until I got the FPCC microfilm I had not 
been aware of any attempt by the FBI to find the third man on 8 /l 6 . I am sending you 
the documents rather than a summary because there might be names or incidents of special 
interest with which I am unfamiliar. (Are these reduced— size copies okay for routine 
matters? They cost me only 8 ? per exposure.) (Mni Enclosed:" CD 6 , pp. 410-422 , 451;
